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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 2, line 1, "enclosure 
for " should be changed to "assembly of. Appropriate correction is required. 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 


3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yang (US 
5,615,023) in view of King (US 5,971,468). 

Re claims 1 and 2, Yang disclose a camera system (230 of fig. 11) having pin-holed lens 
(106, 107 of fig. 6), wherein means for mounting the camera which is a lower section of the back 
of the truck (203 of fig. 1 1) to equipped the camera (230). Yang further discloses the lens of the 
CCD camera needs to be protected from the foreign substance (col. 8, lines 1-4) and a operable 
lid (23 1 of fig. 1 1) to cover the CCD camera (230) to prevent the camera from being effect by 
dust. 


Oaim Rejections - 35 U.S.C §103 
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It is noted that Yang discloses the camera is mounted in the lower section of the back of 
the truck but Yang fails to particularly disclose the camera is mounted on the reverse side 
the license plate to the vehicle. However, the camera would be placed anywhere of the back of 
the vehicle so the camera would achieve the same purpose of taking the image in the back. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to place the CCD camera 
(230) of Yang in the reverse side of the license plate so that the camera would see through a 
predetermined-sized hole put in the license plate. 

Yang discloses the camera is equipped in the lower section of the back of the truck 
having the lid (231) to prevent the camera from being affected by dust; however, Yang fails to 
particularly discloses a pane of transparent material to cover and weather-proof the pin hole lens 
which is protected from moisture, dirt, heat, cold, and scratches. One skilled in the art would 
obvious make the lid of transparent material to cover and weather-proof the pin hole lens which is 
protected from moisture, dirt, heat, cold, and scratches as the design choice. Yang further 
discloses a head-up display (70 of fig. 3) to inform the driver of the automobile conditions, 
wherein the display (70) is mounted to the windshield inside the truck (203) to display the images 
picked up by the camera of the back of the truck. This suggests the display (70) is used as a rear- 
view mirror to see the view when the unaided view is obstructed. 

It is noted that Yang discloses the display (70) mounted in the sun shade inside the truck 
but Yang fails to particularly discloses the display is mounted on a sun visor. However, the 
display is mounted on the sun visor as taught by King (24, 26 of figs. 1-3). Taking the teachings 
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of King and Yang together as a whole, it would have been obvious to enclose the display mounted 
on the sun visor of King within the truck of Yang to prevent possible accidents particularly when 
backing up the truck. 


Conclusion
